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RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.137 

In response to the Decision on Petition mailed November 25, 2002, applicants' 
undersigned representative submits this Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137 to revive this 
application, which xmavoidably went abandoned on May 9, 2001. 

The Decision dismissed the original request filed September 1 1, 2002, based on the 
assertion that applicant's undersigned representative failed to attest to the fact that "a search of 
the file jacket and docket records indicated that the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers 
was not received."

4. At no time were the Notice to File Corrected Application or the Notice of 
Abandonment received by the undersigned in the U.S. Mail. To the contrary, the undersigned 
first became aware of the abandonment upon filing a Status Liquiry on May 15, 2002, and 
following up the Inquiry with a telephone call to the USPTO. 

5. The undersigned first became aware of the abandonment on September 5, 2002. 
The original petition to withdrawal abandonment was filed a mere six days later on September 
11,2002. 

6. The required reply was duly filed on the same date at the original petition - 
September 11,2002. 

In view of the foregoing, the undersigned submits that the entire period of delay was 
unavoidable. Revival of this application is respectfiiUy requested.
